DDBBANT'S DEFENCE. 

Witness Culled to Testify to the I'reBence or 
Absence of the Accused at the Col- 
letre Clauses. 

San Francisco, Oot. 2 — Tho defenoo in 
the Durranti oaso to-day called to the atand 
59 mombora of tho olaas to whom Dr. Cheney 
leoturod on tho afternoon of April 3 and 
asked oach if ho annwore<l to Durrant'a 
name at tho roll call. Every anawor was in 
tho negative. Attorney Deuprey went 
further and asked euah of tho students if ho 
knew of uny member of the class who had 
answered to Durrant'a name. Not ono of 
the witncBHca bad any information on tho 
aubjeob. Of the BtudentB summoned 
to the stand not one know whothor 
Durrant was at tho Iooture room in 
Cooper collogo on tho day that Blanche Li- 
montwas murdered or not. Noither could 
they call to mind any other studonb who was 
thero. It is expected that tho romuining 11 
memborB of tho alaaa will bo called to tho 
stund to-morrow. While tho stop taken by 
the defence to-day in onlling Durrant'a class- 
mates to tho stand generally is regarded na 
a bold move, it cannot bo said that it ro- 
Bultod to tho material advantago of oithor 
Bide. Tho testimony of 59 witncaBoa who 
wero placed on tho etand was important bo 
far as it wont to refute tho contention of tho 
prosecution that; somebody else answered to 
Durrant'a namo on tho day of tho murdor.

TURKS AND ARMENIANS. 

Christians Cat Down on Their Way to 
Petition the SnI tan-Severe 
Kiotlngf. 

Many Lives Lost— Streets of Constan- 
tinople Flow With Armenian 
Blood. 

Constantinople, [Oct. 2,— Tho Borious 
apprehonaion folb by the Turkish author- 
ities and the precautions taken by thorn to 
keep tho military force in the garrison con- 
stantly under arms on account of tho fear 
arousod by tho riot precipitated on Monday 
by tho Armeniana of this city are ahown to 
bo amply justified by tho further outbreaks 
whloh occurred yesterday. Two Armenian 
portera were among those aubjeotcd to the 
wholosalo arroata of Armenian aubjoots of tho 
Sultan. Thoy showed reaistanoo to tho 
police andwere accordingly killed. Itisonly 
by personal investigation that thoso Booking 
nows of tho disturbance can secure uny do 
tails, us the lips of all tho polioo and gov- 
ernment officors aro oloaed, and no reliable 
information from olliaiala regarding the 
riot can bo had. Tho Armenian quarter of 
tho city ia to-day doaerted and quiet as the 
grave. This is tho quarter whioh 
usually presents aconoB of tho great- 
est animation and life, tho shopa 
and great bazaars attracting throngs of 
chattering traders. The 'authorities have 
oloetd tho shopa and peremptorily forbid- 
den the gathering of groups in tho streets, 
and to insure tho observance of this ordor 
tho Btreeta are conotantly patrolled by tho 
military. Tho guards who are stationed at 
Iiabi Thumayan (the high door of the " Sub- 
lime Porte") of the aeraglio or Sultan'a 
palace, wero also strongly reinforood yoa- 
terday in apprehension of an attempted at- 
tack upon the poraon of the sovereign. 

Yesterday the carriages whioh were con- 
veying the ministers of the intorior, of for- 
eign affairs and of police to tho council 
whioh was oonvoned to consider moaBuroa 
for suppressing tho disturbance, were pierced 
with bullets as they passed through the 
streets, fired from arms in tbo hands of in- 
surgent citizens. Tho public officials in the 
carriages escaped injury from tho flying 
bullots, aa far as has been learned. Many 
paasors by in tho Btroets were nob bo fortun- 
ate, and latest accounts of tho number 
killed and wounded plaoe it at 80. The 
groat church of tho Patriarohiate, Bituated 
In the Greek quarter, which was the scene 
of the first outbreak on Monday, ia now 
surrounded by troopB. 'The Kourmkyson 
quarter is also in a state of siege.' 

With regard to the doath of Sorlvob Bey, 
an officer who waa killed in Monday's riot 
at the Patriarohiate, tho following details 
aro learned : It is said that ho called the 
Armenian bearer of tho petition whloh it was 
sought to present to the Grand Vizier, 
" Chiaour." This is equivalent to Baying 
"Infidel dog," and is tho term of opprobrium 
used by the Turks toward those who do not 
follow Mahomot. The Armenian retorted 
to this, and the quarrel increased in heat 
until the shooting began. Tho austoms offioe 
in the olty has been closed during the riota. 
It ia reported that a number of Armonians 
broke into the law oourts of the city during 
the dlaorder and killed two judges. The 
murderers wero recognized and subsequently 
arrested. 

An Armenian cashier o.nployed in the de- 
partment of customs of this city has been 
aaBaaainated, mil this crime, It ia believed, 
waa actuated by motives of political revengo. 
There ia a vague and widespread feollng of 
apprehonaion hero in all circlos caused im- 
mediately by outbreaks on Monday and yes- 
terday but fed by foarB of how far the dis- 
content may extend and whero its break- 
ing out is to be lookod for nexb. 

Thero ia no doubt that the Armonian 
demonstration whioh preoipitatod tho dis- 
orders haB boon for a long timo in courso of 
arrangement. This is Bhown by tho fact 
that before tho outbreak tho foreign am- 
bassadors in tho olty bad received 
a numbar of anonymous letters announc- 
ing that tho Armeniana intend- 
ed in a Bhorb timo to make a puoifio 
demonstration. Thoto anonymous lettora 
also contained copies of the formal protest 
against tho attitude of tho Turkish govern- 
ment towards its Armenian eubjeots which 
it waa intended to forward to tho grand 
vizier in conneotlon with the demonstration. 
The police also bad ample warning of tho 
Intondod action of tho Armenians und had 
made preparations to prevent it. So far as 
can bo loarnod up to tho preBonttimo tho 
following is a dotaiiod and corrected acoount 
of tho evonta leading up to and during tho 
disorder of Monday. 

On that day thero was an asBomblago of 
3,000 Armenians at tho Korumkapou oathe- 
daal which hud gathered to attond tho ro- 
ligiouB fota of tha Cross. Ab tho conclusion 
of tho rellgioua service, whioh waa con- 
ducted by tho Patriarch himBolf, twonty 
Armenian ludioa from tho cities of Van, 
Tltlia and Etzjroara in Armenia, pro- 
sentod to tho Patriaroh a potition 
which recounted tho oiroumatanooB and 
tolerable position of the Armonian 
poopio under the prcsoat Turkish rule and 
dcclarod that this position oould no longer 
boborno. Tho potition conoludod by beg- 
ging tho Patriaroh to summon hie faithful 
people forthwith on ma69e to the Suhllmo 
Porto of tho palace, and to thore Bubmlt a 
potition to tho Grand Vizier for a prompt 
enforcement of tho promiaod roforma in 
Armenia. 

Tho Patriarch in reply to this potition 
told thorn not to attompt such a domonBtra- 
tion, but rather to trust to himBolf to do all 
in his'power to aeouro relief for thorn. Tho 
impatient audionoo, however, refused to bo 
paclfiod, and with excited gesturoa ahoutod: 
" Enough, wo have deolded ; wo will have 
liberty or death." Thoy rushed from the 
saored odifico and then attemptod to form 
thomsolveu into a procession outside, in- 
tending to march thus to tho palace. Tho 
Turkish polioe woro on hand to prevent this 
and they obatruotod their efforta to form 
into inarching order. 

Tho crowd of Armonians theroupon pro- 
ceeded by mutual agreement, but in do- 
taohod groupa or singly and by many dif- 
ferent Btreeta to another apot. Hore it waa 
that, after forming thomaolvea into marah- 
ing ordor, Sorvlob Bey at the head of a body 
of gona'dsrmeB called upon them to diaper eo 
and. to hand him tho petition whioh thoy 
dcafrod to present to tho Grand 
Vizier. The crowd became inoenaed 
at this and shouted their protest, 
Upon thla the firat shots were fired, and 
Servieb waa killed end several gona d'armos 



wore wounded. Immediately there waa a 
great tumulb and a wild Boone of disorder, 
tho gena d'aamea charging tho crowd at ran- 
dom and tho utruggling mob fighting 
eavagoly, but in hopeless disorder. 
The rioters were finally repulsed 
and reinforoements of gena d'armea arrived 
after which the crowd dispersed. Tho riot 
and fighting aaueed a great panic among the 
inhabitants of the quarter, who were in 
fear of their lives and dreaded lost their 
Bhops ahould be looted. All theae woro 
qulakly olosod and the merchandise con- 
cealed from publio view. 

Washington, Oct. 2 — Seoretory Olney 
to-day roooived the following oablegram 
from United States Minister Torrlll ab Con- 
stantinople : On Monday several hundred 
Armeniana marohod on to the Porte, pro- 
foasodly to ask redrosa of grievances. Tho 
Patriaroh tried to provent it. A conflict 
occurred between tho Armenians and 
polico. Probably about sixty Turks 
and Armeniana were killed, among 
othera a Turkish major, and many 
were wounded. The Armenlani oar- 
riod pistols. Yesterday aovoral moro woro 
killed. LaBt night 80 woro killed and bov- 
eral hundred imprisoned. The Porto had 
notice of tho demonstration, which they say 
waa organized by tho leaders of the Hunch- 
sgist revolutionists, whom they have cap- 
turod. Much terror oxietB. I thing tho Porto 
will bo able to resist fanaticism. 



CAPITAL NOTES, 

Arrival of Premier Turner at Ottawa 
— Langevin Has No Chance 
for a Portfolio. 



Captain Howard Explains the Labra- 
dor Seizures— Pictures for the 
Canadian Gallery. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Ootober 2 —Premier Turner and 
wife arrived here to day. The Premier had 
a long oonfarence with Sir Mackenzie Bowoll 
on BritUh Columbia matters. He leavos for 
tho Coaab to-morrow ; bub wHl go to Neleon 
for two or three daya before prooeoding to 
Victoria. Mr. Turner ia looking remarkably 
well although somewhat grayer after hia so- 
vere illness in London. 

Sir Hector Langevln ia here to-day ; ho 
would willingly accept the ■ vaoant Quebec 
portfolio, bub knowing politioiana admit 
that he would have no abow. He Bald to- 
night that Provincial Seorotary Pelletier, 
of Queboo, would be offored the position had 
he nob opened hia mouth too quickly to the 
government's action on the Bchool queation. 
He ia alleged to have said that no man from 
Quebec ahould take the place vacated by 
Hon. Mr. Angora until tho school question 
ia aottled. 

The atory that Mr. Joncaa, M.P., had been 
offered the portfolio of Seoretary of State 
and that he had declined it is simply 
laughed at here. Mr. Joncaa would jnmp 
at the position if he got tho chance. 

Hon. G. E. Foster aBtoniahed the town by 
meandering up to hia office to-day on hia 
bioycle. 

The government in fntheranco of the Idea 
of oncouruginc Canadian art, an appropria- 
tion for which ia annually voted by Parlia- 
ment, baa decided to purchase two pictures 
for the National gallery here, one being the 
death of Neleon by Rylott and tho other a 
Venetian bather by Paul Pool. 

Captain Gat. Howard arrived here to-day 
and had a long Interview with the Control- 
ler of Customs In reference to hia rocent act 
towarda the Newfoundland fishing achoonora 
off the Labrador coast. Captain Howard 
states that his actions oan bo amply juatified 
and ho brought with him a Btaok of books 
and papers referring to tho different vobboIb 
whioh ho boarded. Tho seizure of bho voa- 
aola waa duo he aaya to tho faot that many 
of them had booh engaged in smuggling from 
Newfoundland to Canadian Labrador. 



WILHELM AND HENRY. 

The KaiBer und Ills Brother on Bad Terms 
Owing to the former's Solf- 
OtilniomUlvenesB. 

London, O^t. 2. — Acoordtng to tho gen- 
eral opinion in court circlea, Emperor Wil- 
liam of Gormany and hia brothor, Prince 
Henry of Prussia, are on bad terms, and 
Quoen Viotorla and ox-Empress Frederick 
havo boon doing their utmost to bring about 
a reconciliation botweon thorn. The Em- 
peror und Prlnco Henry, it appears, recent- 
ly had a warm diaoussion on naval ulTiira In 
goneral and upon tho management of tho 
Baltio and North Sea canal in particular. 
Tho Prince differed In opinion with tho 
Emporor, and Intimated that tho rocent 
mishaps in tho oanal woro duo to His Ma- 
jesty's injudioioua ordora. Thia is aaid to 
have lod to quite an exciting exohango of 
remarks. Tho mattor got into tho newspa- 
pers, and Truth to-day, roforrlng to It, 
aaya : 

" lb turns out thab bhoro has beer a differ- 
onco of opinion babwoon Emporor William 
and Prlnco Henry of Prussia, which has as- 
sumed large proportions, and through tbo 
efforta of Empress Frodoriok to arrango 
mattera, Prince Honry haa been practically 
banished on account of hia quarrel, which 
aroso on a queation concerning tho Baltic 
oanal ; ho having boon given a year's leavo 
of abaonco. Prince Henry and wife uro now 
at Balmoral, and will probably remain a 
month. Thoy wore going to Coponhugon in 
ordor to attend the royal wedding, hub now 
probably the Emperor will aond somoono 
oleo. Prince and Princesa Honry of Prussia 
are to visit the Prince and Princees of Wales 
next month, and will romain in England to 
the end of Novombor, after whioh they will 
go to Itoly and Groeoe." 

A dlepatoh to the Daily Nowa from Rome, 
publiehed to day, oonfirma tho roport of the 
aeriouu disagreement oxiBtiug between Em- 
poror William and Prinoo Henry, and adds: 
" Not only Germans, but foreign diplomats, 
oomplain of Philip Von Eulonborg and Mb 
four brothors, who flabter him into- thinking 
hlmsolf omnipotent. The German people 
trust him losa daily."

CABLE NEWS. 

Intense Heat In Englaud Followed by 
Heavy Storms and Losses 
to Shipping:. 



China Anticipated Britain's Ultimatum 
— SpaniBh Warship Not Wrecked 
by Insurgents-Tlie Cholera- 



New line of handsome toilet fete at 
Weiler'a r 



London, Oct. 2 —The inbenao heat felt 
throughout Groat Britain during the paBt 
ten days, a atato of affaire quito unprece- 
dented the weather records horo for this 
timo of tho year, oulminatod yoBtorday in a 
sudden drop of 25 degrees temperature, fol- 
lowed by a heavy gale which has caused 
much damage along the coast. A dispaboh 
from Deal aunounoed bhat two steamers had 
been driven ashore on the treachoroua Good- 
win Sands. Nowa of diaaators to shipping are 
constantly boing received. For instanco, a 
telegram from Ili'racombo, on tho north 
coaBt of Devonshire, at the mouth of 
the Bristol ohunnol, announces that fcix 
would-be life savers were drowned in an 
attempt to reaoue tho orow of tho ketoh 
Arabella, which waa unhoro in a dangoroua 
poaition off tho ooaat. Several vosBels ore 
reported ashore on the Gore Bands, the 
orewa having been rescued by the lifeboat 
men. On the Somersetshire coast there 
were several exciting rescues, and in Bridge- 
water bay, a atoam tug, after a long battle 
with the waves, sank near shore, drowning 
tho engineer, who stuck to hia post. 
Obhera of bhe crow succeeded in swimming 
aahore. Tho coaatlng ateamer Bull Dag 
waa driven aahore on Barrow flats, where 
the orew was resoued. DdepatoheB received 
from Liverpool say that the gale there waa 
accompanied by blinding rain. A number 
of ships in tho rivor Mersey displayed sig- 
nals of distress. The same state of 
affairs ia reported from other parta 
of the country ; all along the 
ooaat the lifeboat men aro kepb 
busy throughout the night, Bavinri many 
Uvea. The full extent of the ravages of the 
gale will not be known for some days. No 
doubt the abipplog interests Buffered consid- 
erably. No damage to American ships hai 
been reported to the presenb. A telegram 
from Southport states that it ia feared several 
fishing boata bolonging to that place were 
loBt during the gale last night. A diipatch 
from Blackpool announces that three fishing 
Bmacka hailing from that port foundered 
during the night In apite of the efforts of the 
lifeboat men to aasiab them. Five fishermen 
were drowned. 

Numerous other wrecks are reported from 
the Bristol ohannel and other points alo^g 
the weab coaat of England. Altogether 19 
steamships and large aailing vessels and 27 
smaller craft are reported to have been 
wrecked. Although IS Uvea are known to 
have been lost ib la feared that many mors 
Bailors and fishermen have lost their lives as 
the ooaBta of Devocahire and Somersetshire 
are atrewn with wreckage. 

Cholera roporta received from the province 
of Vorghynia, Russia, for the first fortnighb 
In Septembir are quite aenaational. Ic ap- 
pears that during that period there were 
7,827 new oaaea of the diaeaae and 3,085 
deaths.

In hia district, was proceeded upon before 
the ultimatum waa presented. Tho Chiucee 
minister at London received notico of the 
laaulng of the decree at 2 p.m. Sunday. Ib 
is understood in oflioial circlea here that the 
degradation of the viceroy nf Szeohuen by 
no meana eettlea mattora in dispute be- 
tween Great Britain and China. 

The riae in exohango on London in Berlin 
ia attributed to the finoncial operationa 
with Russia, cabled yosterday. Steadiness 
prevailed In tho general market. 

A correspondent of a London paper gives 
tho following aa tho Chinese official opinion 
of the English ultimatum : " China vielda 
to force, aoting under very prudent ad vic», 
but ahe looks upon the caeo of tho vict>roy'a 
punishment from the aame point of view aa 
England would if Chinese tiubjeots had been 
murdered in the streets of London, whero, 
as a matter of fact, they aro apt to be in- 
sulted and mudo fun of by tho ignorant, and 
China wero to call upon England to diflgraca 
Lord Salisbury. Tho Chinese have no po- 
lice force in their towns, as such is not need- 
ed. ThuB tho authorities wero unforlunaio- 
ly unprepared for an outbreak of so dis- 
graceful a oharaotor, which only c >uld have 
taken place under exceptional oiroum- 
BtancoB." 

A dispatch has been received by Lloyds 
from Rio do Janeiro, Brazil, anneunolng tho 
wrock and total loss of tho German mall 
atoamor Uruguay, 1,460 tons. The Uruguay 
loft Hamburg on August 7 for Montevideo, 
and arrived thore on September 3. She 
was on her homeward passage whou Bho ran 
ashore off Capo Frio, not far from Rio ^e 
Janoiro, and all efforta to float hor provod 
fruitloBB. Tho crow and all tho paBaongers 
woro reaaued, but tho ehip und cargo oould 
not be aavod.

A C11EA.MERY FOR DUNCAN. 



Prof. Robertson and the Travelling: 
Dairy Give a Great Impetus 
to Dairying;. 



Practical Advice by a Practical Man— 
Sngirestioiia of Value to 
Farmers. 



DUNCAN, Oot. 2. — (Speoial)— Tho Dcmin 
ion travelling expert, Mr. Ruddick, gave 
excellent addrosses yesterday and Monday 
on the advantages of a creamery and on but 
tor making, illustrated by tho actual opera 
lions of separator and churn and printing 
and packing the butter so made. Tho AgrI 
oultural hall was woll tilled on each day 
On Tuesday the mooting dooidod to proceod 
with tho ereotion of a creamery in tho vicin- 
ity of Duncan, and 75 shares at §10 oaoh 
were agreed to be taken up by a few of those 
present. The total cosb will be §2,000 or 
thereabouts. 

Professor Robertson also delivered a vory 
interesting address under the auspices of 
the Cowlohan Agrioultnral Association at 
Duncan. He spoke at first In a general way 
on tho InoroaBe thioughout the Dominion of 
the creamery system and of tho advantages 
of tho co-operative system of ohoeso and but- 
ter making, instancing a certain parish in 
Quebeo, with an aroa of not more than 2 
milea by ,'U miles, which Bold fifteen years 
ago eome $3,000 worth of dairy products. 
The same district sells now over $1(1,000 
worth of buttor, and whereaB before that 
but three farms were not mortgaged, at 
present thoro is but one farm loft still carry 
ing a mortgage. 

Prince Edward Island a vory short time 
ago imported choeso ; this year their choose 
faotorleB have been making Borne 510,000 
worth of ohoese per month, and while in 
Manitoba thie summer dairy butter was sell 
log at Band 7 oonts, the creamery buttor 
was selling at 15 to 17 cents, and the cheap 
er buttor was difficult to place oven at the 
price quoted. 

The commissioner wenb on to say that it 
was impossible to avoid tho competition 
from other countries or provinces, and 
therefore the British Columbia farmer 
would have to face tno difficulty and Im- 
prove tho methods of produotlon and lesson 
Its cosb. Ho dwelt upon the necessity of 
organization and tho benefit therefrom, and 
hoped that the agricultural associations of 
the province would not be satisfied with one 
annual exhibition and remain quloacenb for 
the remainder of the year, but hold meet 
inga and discussions, when by exchanging 
ideas ono with another, eaoh farmer might 
take useful hints from his neighbor's moth 
ods, and vloe versa. He had found there 
was a good market open in Victoria for first 
class fresh butter in pound prints and that 
a certain olass were willing to pay 25 to 35 
cents for ib. The advantage of the near 
noBS to market moanb an advantage of at 
least five oents a pound over foreign cream- 
ery butter, which would of noceaalty bo 
packed in tubs. 

To establish a creamery would require 
from $2,500 to $3,000— this for 500 cows. 
The building would cost: about $1,200, and 
machinery from $800 to $1,000, It would 
doubtless pay to begin with 300 to 350 cows 
with tho hope of Increasing the herds after- 
wards ; the cost of making and markotlng 
the butter might be set down at 3. J: cents, 
and of hauling tho milk, lh a pound 
The latter could, of course, be drawn by the 
farmers themselves. This would allow the 
farmer, if the butter was Bold at 25 oents, 20 
oents a pound and the skim milk kept at 
home, and as the separator takes 10 to 15 
per cent, more out of the butter fat contain 
ed in tho milk than the ordinary methods 
of sotting UBed on tho farmB, ib may bo aoen 
that the oxbra buttor would abouD pay for 
half ab least of tho cost of making it, loav 
ing tho wife at homo free of what is often 
enough real slavery. 

The next question touched on was tho 
feeding of the cow. Prof. Robertson said 
that they had found ab Ottawa thoy could 
keep 30 cows on 10 aores of land, and would 
have this yoar feed to spare. Winter rye 
made oarly groon food with clover, and peas 
and oats to follow made cxcollont soiling 
crops. Horse beans should bo trlod- 
somo localities thoy did vory woll ; thoy 
likod a wot or damp situation. Corn should 
aho bo tried in drills at least throe feet 
apart, and should bo cultivated frequently 
in dry weathor, thoreby kooping natural 
mulch oq tho BUffaoa and preventing tho 
moisture in tho soil from 03cap!ng. Ho 
thought tho Northern Dakota and tho 
Compton Early would bo found suitablo, 
both 00 day corns. For Prinoo Edward Is 
land, with a climato much liko British Col 
unibia, thoy had found a method of curing 
whioh ho would describo vory successful. 
Tho corn was stookod in tho fiold in small 
Btooks and tied tight round tho top to koep 
any wot out for a week or ton days and thon 
stuoked in a long row, liko tho sides of a 
tont against a long ridge polo and two or 
three twelve inch boards placed 
along tho ridgo to koep the 
rain from gotting to tho centre. 
Tho corn shculd not bo laid too thiok and 
tho wind freely circulating underneath 
would keep it from mildewing. Corn put 
up liko this ho thought would ba found to 
koep all winter and was vory handy to food. 

A numbor of questions wore asked and 
anawored, and a motion of thanka to Prof. 
Robertson wae pub and oarriod, tho mooting 
thon adjourLlng. It had been called ab vory 
short notioo, but an audianco of about ono 
hundred people waa very muoh interested 
und appreciated thoroughly the ability of 
tho Bpoakor.

Important Work of the " AlbatrosB "— 1'roBecu- 
tion of ImiulrleB KeKurdlng Felaglc Stal- 
ing-KecoiiHtruciiou or the llydroirriiphle 
Charts. 

Seattle, Oat. 2 —U.S. fiBh commission 
ateamer albatroBa, Commander Drake, ar- 
rived to-day, via Belliugham Bay and Port 
Townaend from Behring Bea, whore for sev- 
eral months she has prosecuted her usual 
scientific) work in addition to a great deal of 
work in oommon with the patrol of the aea 
by the United States and British vessels. 
The work this year in Behring aea and the 
seal islands will bo of more f ir-reaohing ef- 
fect! than anything that has occurred for a 
long time and the congress of the United 
States at its next session will bo given data 
and facts to wrestle with that will result in 
great importance to the seal fisheries. A 
serious mistake was originally made in the 
determination of the Siberian coast lino of 
one minute of longitude, equal to fifteen 
miles, the ooaBt line as determined and 
charted being that distance too far to the 
eastward. This mistake was discovered and 
verified by tho solontiflo labora of the Alba- 
tross aud her corps of uatronomora. 

O'her important work in Behring sea was 
tho Completion of two linos of soundings and. 
Bciontific determination of the bottom of the 
aea from the American ooaat lino across to 
the Slborian coast. This work, aa Com- 
mander Drake h»s not yot math out and for- 
warded his report, ho is not at liberty to 
fully diecuSB and announoe, nor is tho other 
very important work in oonnectlon with the 
Investigation of pelagic soallng In Behring 
sea. Thore was much work done in deter 
mining tho boundaries of Behring sea as 
claimed by tho United Stotes government, 
and as well a great doal of labor About and 
around tho Pribyloff islands, tho special 
breeding grounds of tho seal herd. A full 
and comprehensive report on tho soason'a 
work will be made out and forwarded to the 
proper department at Washington City, and 
it will be of such a nature that Commander 
Drake believes that tho coming congress will 
give it very great and cloao attention and 
activo measures will follow. 

The result of tho Beason'a work of the 
AlbatroBS will I)) snob as to fffoot a com- 
plete reconstruction of the prosont hydro- 
graphic charts of tho northwest coast and 
the magnitude of the work to scientific 
people at least will be readily inforred from 
this statement. The Albatross, Command- 
er Drake aays, will remain on tho Sound for 
some time to prosecute solentifio work In 
connection with the annual salmon runs up 
the fresh water atreama. Thia work, of 
course, will be carried out with a view to 
the preservation of thia important speciea of 
food fishea, 

To the uninitiated there probably is not 
much meaning to tho commander's statement 
of the Siberian coast being charted fifteen 
rnileB too far eaBt. It nevertheless will pro- 
bably have a great bearing on tho Beal fish 
eries of the futuro. As it iB understood, 
though Commander Drake did not so state, 
thia gives wider breadth to liehring sea and 
straits than was 6Upposod. It will simply 
shove, bo to apeak, Siberia back upon Russia 
fifteen miles and the aixty-mile limit sealing 
zone will be carried that distance further to- 
wards Russian territory. East Cape Siberia 
is about tho 170-h degree longitude we»t ; 
the rectifying of the mistake puts it at 170j 
degrees west and with it the whole coaat 
line moves back. 



THEORY OF GIBSON'S GUILT. 

AVhy the Defence Formed the Theory That 
He Was the Emanuel Church 
Murderer. 

San Francisco, Oat. 2. — A. W. Thomp- 
son, one of tho counael for the defence of 
Durrant, saya that the theory of Rev. Mr. 
Gibson's guilt oomea entirely from tho law- 
yers, and they are glad to stand by their 
opinions. The first suspicions of the do- 
fence in regard to the matter arose during 
the preliminary oxamiDation, from Mr Gib- 
sin'! 1 own teH'lmony. It was in regard to 
the Minnie Williams caae. 

In his testimony, tho defence states, Mr. 
Gibson made many admissions that looked 
queer, and acme deniala that looked more 
queer. According to his own story, they 
say, ho was in his study from 6 until 7 30 
on tho night of tho Williams murder. At 
the latter hour he lofo his study and walked 
to Dr. Vogel's, a distance of three blocks, 
arriving there shortly before 8. It occurrod 
to Durrant'a attorneys that that was slow 
time. 

Later Dr. Gibson modified hia testimony, 
stating that he arrived at the Vogel's a rea- 
sonable time after 7 30. But, aoaording to 
Mrs. McVey, they point out, Miss Williams, 
if Bhe went directly to the church, must 
have arrived thoroat about the same time. 
Their conclusion is obvious. Tho two were 
thero alone for an hour and a half, and their 
theory is that, tho murder committed, the 
perpetrator went to cho Vogol social and en- 
joyed himsolf. 

Another point dwelt upon by tho defence 
is tho faot that the lock on the library door 
wub pried off, and by tho paator's chisel. 
Both Durrant and King had keys to tho 
lock, therefore tho formur would not have 
forced it. Tho person who forced tho look 
did not have a key to it, they argue. One 
of the dramatio points is that Rov. Gibson, 
by his own admission, was tho last poraon 
known to have boen in the churoh on Friday 
night and tho first on Saturday morning. 

In tho Lamoat oaso they have a new 
ground for suspicion, which has nover been 
made public and whloh did not appear in 
the preliminary examination. Tim is tho 
faot hitherto unknown, by which tho dnfonco 
expects to provo by ono or moro oompotent, 
unimpeachable witnesses, that Blancho La- 
mont: had intended to address tho prayer 
mooting on tho evening of April .'i It seems 
that on tho Sunday evening preceding 
Blanoho Lamont'e disappearanoe she re- 
marked at the meeting of tho Young Pooplo'a 
Sooiety of Christian Fndeavor, which mot 
beforo evening eetvico and at which Miss 
Lamont was a faithful attendant, that she 
was going to apoak at tho prayer meeting on 
April 3, on tho subjeoh of " My Dual Lifo," 
and wished to consult her pastor on tho sub- 
jaot. That she did not soo tho minister on 
Monday or Tuosday the defenoo can provo. 
They do not oxpocc to allow that aho visited 
hia atudy on Wednesday, but they can provo 
by young ladios who ovorhoard her remark 
that aho intended to oonsult him, and they 
oan also show that Wodaesday afternoon 
was her first opportunity. 

H. J. MoCoy, who is alleged to have in- 
timidated a. juror, ia Borry ho apoko. Ho 
did spoak to Juror Truman substantially aa 

atod, but sayB ib waB tbrowu out in a pecu- 
liars way, whioh he now regretta. " I looked 
ao tho papsr," Mr. MoCoy Bald, " and saw 
the Durranb mattor. Mr. Truman and I 
were seated alongside oi eaoh othor, and ao 

1 saw the article I said to him very much 
what he asid I did. The moment I had 
spoken I knew I had dene wrong and I 
withed I had said nothing, but Truman did 
not make any reply, and nothing more wae 
said about it. I rogrotted it aa aoon aa the 
worda wero apnkon. Bab I certainly had no 
Intention of influencing Truman, and I do 
nob think he believed I Intended to do «o.

CHABLES STOKES' CAREER. 

Story of the Man Whom tho Belgians Execu- 
ted In Africa ill January. 

Charles Stokes, tho " Ivory King," exe- 
cuted by Belgians in tho Congo last Janu- 
ary, had a chequered and extraordinary car- 
eer. He was born in 1852 in Dublin. In 
1872 ho entered a merchant's oltiao in Liver- 
pool as clerk, and, becoming impressed with 
religious viowa, in 1870 'offered himsolf to 
tho Churoh Missionary Sooioty, and was 
sent to thoir training collego at Reading. 
Hearing of tho deaths of tho miasionariei 
Smith and O'Neil, ho volunteered for the 
Victoria Nyarzi mission, loaving for Africa 
in March, 1S78 In Januiry, 1883, ho mar- 
ried Miss Sherratt, of the Universities 
mission, and in tho summor of that 
year wont homo, returning to Af- 
rica in October. His little daughter 
was born in tho following Marob. A few 
days later her mother diod, and he aent tho 
child to England, where she was taken 
charge of by hia brother-in-law. In 1886 
Stokes informed his relatives that he had 
marriod the daughter of a native chief, 
giving aa a reason that ho could not think 
of bringing another white woman to Africa. 
It waa on aocount of this marriage that he 
left the Church Miaaionary Society, tho 
organization objecting to their missionaries 
aonbraating marriages with natives. 

On loaving the mission he took up 
tho business at his hand, and bocame a 
hunter and trader In ivory. He waB the 
first white trader who centralized 
his undcrtakinga in the interior, where 
ivory had no fixed rate of sale, and Boon 
made a fortune Ho established numer- 
ous stations, and Stanley, Fmin Pasha and 
Dr. Peters, by whom he waa well known, 
all teBtifi«d that his enterprise did muob to 
opeD up E»st Afrioa and to develop its com- 
merce. Ho was, howevor, a reckless and 
uoFcrupulous man, and engaged in tho traf- 
fio uf arms to dlsaffeoted natives. 

HIb influence waB paramount v : th the 
native chiefs, and he enjoyed the Inolute 
confidence of tho local Sultana. Fur thia 
reason ho was, in 1888, selected by the Brit- 
ish agent and consul-general at Zanzibar to 
open up friendly relations with Mwanga, 
King of Uganda, to the value and import- 
ance of whose territory Groat Britain was 
just awakening. 

When he arrived at Uganda he found that 
a Mohammedan revolution had broken out, 
and thac King Mwanga had been driven 
from the throne. Stokes hurried to Ukumbi 
for a eupply of weapons and ammunition, 
with which to roturned to Mwanga's assist- 
ance. Meanwhile the Mohammedan party 
in Uganda had entered on a sanguinary per- 
secution of the Christians, both Protestant 
and Cathollo, and lettera, imploring aid for 
the missionaries and their followers, had 
been addressed to Emin Paaha and Dr. 
Petera. * 

Had either of these personages responded 
immediately to tho appoalB Uganda would 
have been loab to the British. Stokea, 
however, waa first in tho field, with 
a large caravan of riflea and powder. The 
cause of Mwanga waB now tho cauee 
of the British. Supported by Stokes, he 
effected a landing at Murchison Bay, and 
engaged a Mohammedan army under Hamia 
Bolul. The Mohammedans were routed, 
and Stokea made a bold advance to the capi- 
tal, while tho fugitive Christians marched 
to meet him from Uddu. 

On tho 4th of October, 1889, another bat- 
tlo took plaoo, when tho Arabs were again 
completely routed, and on the following day 
Mwanga and his white friend entered tho 
capital in triumph, Mwanga was restored 
to hia throne, the Eugliah and French mis- 
sionaries were re established at Mengo, and 
the way was pavod for the British Protect- 
orate which swiftly followed. 

After his restoration, Mwanga bogan in- 
triguing with the several conflicting parties 
in Uganda, Germane, British, ProteBtania, 
Roman Catholios and Mohammedans. Ug- 
anda was once moro on tho verge of anarotiy. 
Stokes, who had becomo a lalnried Gorman 
agent, saw his opportunity and again at- 
tempted to tralho in arms, his action evok- 
ing intense indignation in England. Capt. 
Lugard, tho British agent, howovor, fortu- 
nately arrived upon the scene and put a stop 
to his little gamo. It will, therefore, bo 
seen that ho was quite oapable of commit- 
ting tho offonces with with ho was charged 
by Major Lothairo. 

Since the settlement of Uganda llttlo has 
been heard of Stokea. Ho was bo have ro- 
turnod to Eogland tbia your, bub in tho laat 
lottor ho w.rote hia mothor ho informed her 
thatouoof hiaoaravanB had been maraud- 
ed by natives, and Dhat ho had boon robbed 
of §20,000 worth of ivory, Tho theory of 
hia brothor in-law ia that ho must havo had 
large possessions and he ia anxioua to know 
what thoy wer» and to soo justice done in 
the intorostol uio ohild.

A REVIVAL. 

Has Fenianism been revived In the inter- 
oats of party politica in the United States, 
ia a question more easily asked than an- 
awored. There are politicians in that coun- 
try who think that if tho " Irish vote " oan 
be aecured for their party a very great doaj 
will bo done towards winning a victory. 
Theae man in order to gain that vote are 
prepared to adopt any means that may 
afford a fair prospoob of accomplishing 
their purpoae. It is not auoh a diffi- 
cult matter an many suppose to get 
np an anti-British agitation in tho 
United States. Many uative Americans 
are by no means favorably disposed towards 
tho British. Their hostility may be re- 
regarded as hereditary. Thero are enthu- 
siasts among the Irish element of the popu- 
lation whose ruling paBsIon is hatrod of 
England. Theso mon may persuade them- 
salvos now aa they did onoo before that 
thoy are able by a judicious uso of their 
political influence aa United States citizens 
to bring about a war between Greab Britain 
and the United Statoa, and by thab 
means effect what thoy conalder " tho 
liberation of Ireland." It can oaaily 
bo ason that a large and firmly 
united body who were imbued with thiB idea 
uad who had this objeot in view would be 
jujt iho material thub unscrupulous politi- 
cians aro looking for to utilize for election 
purposes at the coming presidential cam- 
paign. An anti-British cry would be worth 
hundreds of thousands of votes to the party 
that raised ib moat skilfully. Consequently 
it is only reasonable to expecb that euoh a 
cry will be raised and thab both parties will 
vie with each other in their efforts to 
soouro those votes, Ia nob the revival 
of Fenlanism, of which so much haa been 
said uud written of late, the beginning of 
the presidential anti- British agitation 2 
Of oureo many of those who participate ia 
it will Bcout the idea that it haa been raised 
for party purpojos and that they are boing 
atcd as tho tools of politicians. But those 
whom the wire pullers move aoldom aee the 
when that move them or are conscious of 
weir presure. " It will bo interesting to 
watch tho progress of this anti-British agita- 
tion in the United States and to soo tho of- 
foots on tho leading mon of both parties that 
it produces. 

That agitation and tho uttarance8 of the 
agitators will have an effect which aomo at 
any rate of tho Irish anti-Britishers have 
not calculated upon. It will no doubt do a 
great deal to strengthen and conBolidato tho 
Unionist party in Groat Britain, and it will 
completely blasb tho hopes of those who ox- 
poet to obtain aolf govornmont for Irolund 
in a constitutional manner, Just Imagine 
tho offoat that tho following oxtract from 
the spoooh lately delivered by the Feniun 
loader Finorty will havo in a loyal constitu- 
ency in any ono of tho Throe Kingdoms I 
Will not tho olootora rally to tho support of 
the Uovornment of a country that ia threat- 
ened in thia way ; and will thoy fool dis- 
posed to liBton to the advocatoa of tho cause 
of Homo Rulo for Ireland ! Here is tho 
passage : 

" Wo aro the frienda of every enemy of 
F.ngland," ho aaid, " and tho enemy of 
evory friond of England, and we want to 
drivo it homo and nail ib to the inaab until 
tho toeth of tho lying Whiga are loosened 
from thoir aockets and fall from thoir lying 
mouths. To-d'iy Ireland is tho kept harlot 
of tho spoils of tho British Empire. Somo 
of our papors aoom to bo afraid wo may com- 
plicate thia oountry with England. Supposo 
wo do. Lob England dare to fire tho firab 
ahot. Let tho American Qovornmonb and 
tho Britiah Government understand that wo 
uro in this tight to stay, and that wo aro en- 
lisbod not for ono or two or threo yeara, but 
for tho war. Wo will enliat our young 
IriBhmon in regular battalions. We want 
bo bo ready when tho time cornea. What 
do wo oare for English sentiment? Wa do 
nob want to offend Amorica ; wo do not 
wanb to offend the French aontimenb or 
Runsian aontlmonb. Bub we do wanb to of- 
fend moat seriously our hereditary foe. Wo 



sound to-day the deabh-knell of Whiggery 
in Irish politica ; we sound the keynote of 
the absolute independence of the land thab 
gave ua birth ; wo are here to renow the 
work that Wolf Tone started in France a 
hundred yoars ago. We mete out to Eng- 
land the sumo meuB-ara thab England has 
meted oub to ub. We will devote our efforts, 
moana and, if necessary, our lives to the ao- 
compllahmonb of Irish independenco. There 
are people who hope that wo will nob offend 
English eentimenb. Our forefathers did not 
stand upon the order of sentiment when 
thoy threw ovei board tho ohoata of tea in 
Boston haibor. Tho British minister may 
Bond here a battalion of spies if ho is so in- 
Inclined ; he ia welcome — we oare not if the 
whole ol Scotland Yurd la in hearing. Let 
tho movemonb inaugurated here to-day never 
oome to an end until the flag floats above a 
free and independent Irish Senate." 

Thero oan be no doubb thab Finorty has 
made a greater number of oppononta to the 
Irish cauao in tho Old Country thab all its 
enemies could do in half a lifetime, and he 
has done more to establish the Unionist 
Government in powor than have all tho 
speeches of all its advooatoa. If retention 
of powor wore the Bole object of tho Salia- 
bury Government it would pay them to 
make peneioners of the loading Fenian advo- 
catoa. 



WRONG AS USUAL. 

Our evening contemporary commenting 
upon Mr. Laurier'a alleged denial that .ho 
had uaed tho exproaaion, " Thank God there 
ia nob an Orangeman among U8 Liberala," 
Bays: " If Mr. Laurier undertakes to cor- 
reob all the misrepresentations to which 
Conservative papers treat him bo will havo 
hiB handa full of such work from now until 
the elections are held." It ao happons that 
it was not a Conservative paper that attri- 
buted this vory peculiar expression of thanka 
to Mr. Laurier. The worda first appeared 
in one of the mosb intensely Rouge sheets 
ia the provinon of Quebec, La Patrlo. 
Thia ia what tho Halifax Horald aaid about 
ib a little more than a week ago : *' Ib is 
now near a month einco La Patrle of Mon- 
treal — a furious Grit journal — published 
what purported to bo a stenographio re- 
port of Mr. Laurier'a speech ab Chiooatiml. 
In that report ho was represented aa aaying 
oxaotly what tho Charlottetown Patriot and 
Halifax Chronicle profeBa to bdieve he did 
not say. Attontlon waa immediately di- 
rected to the words, and for tho last threo 
weeks at leasb thero has been much comment 
in the press thereupon. Bub up to thiB 
hour aa far aa we are aware 
neither Mr. Laurier himself nor 
hla organ, La Patrie, has called tho correct- 
ness of the report in question. Neither has 
any Grlb newspaper or Grit authority of 
any kind in the Province of Qaebec done 
ao ! " 

Since then, as wo see by a telegram dated 
September 30, Mr. Laurier made an 
emphatic doniai of tho statement. But we 
have nob seen what La Patrie haa to say to 
Mr. Laurier'a denial. 

Apropos of this unfortunato utterance tho 
Toronto Mail and Empire of tho 27th ult. 
aaya : 

In the oourae of a week or two Mr. Lau- 
rier will begin his tour of Ontario, and it Ib 
therefore important that no time should bo 
ioat in paving the route and clearing away 
tho obabaoleo. Among the many denials and 
aosortiona thab musb come from the Liberal 
press ono of the most important ia to tho ef- 
fect that tho gifted leader never aoulfully 
uttered his thanka that no Orangeman can 
now be found in Liberal ranks. This charge 
muBt be branded aa a disgraceful Tory slan- 
der, oven although the worda did tirat ap- 
poar in the leading Fronch Liberal paper, 
La Patrio, of Montreal, In ita issue of Sep- 
tember 4 . Every loyal Liberal paper in On- 
tario thab haa nob already done so must not 
hesitate about making thia perfeotly clear 
to tho misguided electorate. 



THE STRUGGLE IN CUBA. 

The Cuban inaurgenta have managed to 
aurvivo some terrible bsatlnga. If wo had 
to believe all thab we read about tho defeats 
of tho Cuban rebels we would to-day find 
it difficult to realize thab there ia ona of 
thorn left alive. They, howovor, Btill exist 
and have spirit enough left to continue the 
fight against what appoara to bo tromondous 
odds. TroopB havo boon poured into Cuba 
and tho demand iu still for more. It would 
bo intereating to know the honest truth 
about tho Cuban rebellion. Thero must 
haa been an immense amount of 
lying about ii oinco it haa commenced. 
Tho Btrugglo ia iu many respeots a moat 
painful ono, for the rebels, although they 
havo fought so long and ao gallantly, havo 
not been accorded the rights of belligerents. 
Tho CubmB found with arms in thoir hands 
fighting Bgainst the Government aro not 
troatod aB soldlors but as traitors. " Pri- 
soners of war aa faat as they are taken in 
Cuba," says tho Now York Timos, "aro 
cithor summarily shot or, when tho fear of 
reprisals prevents that course, are Bont back 
to Spain to bo imprisonod, with the addi- 
tions of privato suffering thab belong to 
Spanish imprisonment. Among thoBe per- 
sona aro men of education and en- 
lightenment — lawyers, doctors, students — 
tho best and most promising element of the 
Cuban population, dotcribod by the Spaniah 
Premlor aa its drega." 

Ono would feel greater Bympathy tor tho 
inaurgonts if ho could boliovo that the men 
ongaged iu tho struggle for freedom stood 
any chance, evon if thoy were successful, 
of pormanontly bottoring tho condition 
of the country. Bub the condition 
of tho Spaniards and Portuguese in 
Central and South America who have 
becomo independent forcoa the obsorvor 
to the conclusion thab tho Cubans would not 
use their froodom rationally and for their 
own benefit if thoy should aohiovo 
it. From all aocounts, tho con- 
dition of tho inhabitants of Cuba 
undor Spaniah rulo, hard as it is, ia quite aa 
good if nob bobtor than thab of tho oitizona 
of Vonczuola or Guatemala. 

Tho peoplo of tho United Statoa are tak- 
ing a very lively interest In the strugglo in 
Cuba. Thero is a foellng, and Ib la growing, 
thab the Govornmont of tho Republic should 



reaognizo the Cuban inaurgenta as bolliger- 
anta, and in that way compel tho Spaniah 
Captain-General to treat them with greater 
reapect and humanity. Spain, ib is aaid, ia 
very indignant at the active sympathy 
shown for the rebols by United States citi- 
zens, and appears inclined to resent it- if ib 
had the opportunity. But the Spanish Gov- 
ernment is nob likely to bo so rash as to pick 
a quarrel with the Unitod States. m 

A WISE COURSE. 

The citizens of Toronto aro suffering great 
Inconvenience for wanb of a bebter water 
supply, but it does not seem thab the acci- 
dent to tho oonduit has had any injurious ef- 
feot on the publio health. There has been a 
good deal of disouBslon as bo what iB besb to 
do in ordor thab Iho Inhabitants may have a 
sure and permanent supply of good water, 
All seem to agree thab ib will novor do to 
remain exposed bo such aocidonta at the ono 
from tho offecta of which tho city isnow Buf- 
fering. Thoy cannot, however, agree upon 
any waterworks sohemo that has been sub- 
mitted to them ao far. Thodeciaionab which 
bhey havo arrived aeema to ba tho wisesb 
one bo which bhey oould have oome under 
bho circumstances, They havo agreed to 
conduit a gentleman who haa tho reputation 
of boiDg tho beab waterworks engineer in 
Great Britain, M, J, Mansorgh, C. E. He iB 
to visit Toronto, study tho conditions ond 
givo his opt Inn as to how Toronto is to pro- 
cure an abundant supply of tho besb water. 
His opinion will cost tho city §15.000. Thia 
aeems to bo a very largo mm, but if tho Bys- 
tom ho advisoB will placo tho city beyond 
the roach of uocidont, his advioo will be well 
worth twice the money.

WRECKED IN TONGAS NARROWS. 



The Steamer "City of Toiieka," from 
Alaska, Reports the Steamer 
"Chilcat" Ashore. 



Cosmopolitan Lot of Passengers 
Arrive on the Alaska 
Steamer.

Tho appearance of a little Alaskan vil- 
logo was what tho decka of the BtoamBhlp 
City of Topoka presented upon her arrival 
in port yesterday afternoon. Hor decka 
wero crowded with pooplo of all natlona 
dreased in all atyloa. There waa ono email 
Raymond party on board, which included 
Mr. Rathbono and frionds, who wero horo 
aome ahort timo ago. Tho greater numbor 
of tho paaaengors, howovor, were miners 
andcannory men. Of the former there wero 
aome three or four of a much larger number 
who but very reoently roaohod Juneau from 
tho Yukon mines. Thoao who got 
down were probably tho moBt lucky 
of tho men on tho Yukon this year. 
One had uooumulatod aome §20,000 in tho 
two yoara he claima to have spent in tho 
North, while another did nearly equally bb 
well. They earned their money uo placer 
mining und were fortunate while numerous 
others had put in a vory poor and dieoour- 
aging season. The Yukon was this year the 
acene of tho moat Bucceasful mining opera- 
tions in tho wholo of Alanka. At Cook'a 
Inlet tho minora wero reported to bo In vory 
distressed olrcumstancea when tho City of 
Topeka startod South, and it waa aaid that 
the Alaskan authorities intonded to Bend a 
ateamer to bring a number of the poorest of 
them to Sitka. 

Apart from mining, tho principal newa 
brought by the Topeka la that of tho wreck 
of the Bteamer Chiloat, whioh as will be 
remembered brought in a load of salmon for 
Robert Ward & Co. about a week or two 
ago. It was while returning to port wibh 
her aeoond load, probably aome four or five 
bhoueand oases that the atoamer met with 
her accident. Sho went ashore in Tongas 
Narrows last Saturday at midnight. The 
next day tho Topeka oalled at ono of her 
regular atopping stations, distant a few 
mileB from the acene of the disaster, and 
heard the news. A few of the Chilcat's 
passengers emb.\rked on hor for transporta- 
tion to tho Sound. The Chilcat's position 
is not a dangerous ono as regards exposure to 
hetvy seas or winds bub it Is dooidedly awk- 
ward from its iaolation. The atoamer wont 
very high up on a Bomowhat rough beaoh 
in a donso fog. Sho ia aubmergod astern. 
Opinions differed as the possibility of her 
being successfully floated. The Chiloat la 
said to have two large holoa in hor bottom 
by whioh groat volumoB of water onter. 
Owing to hor proximity to dry land there is 
little anxiety felt for hor cargo, although ib 
la aaid the salmon w ill all havo to be re- 
labelled. ThoBtoamor is owned in Portland 
and is known all along tho Pacific oouat. 
She Ib a wooden voasel of about 300 tona 
register, and Ib probably worth §15,000. 
She la adapted for both tho froight and pas- 
senger trade. 

Among the passongorB who camo down 
from tho North were Rev. Mr. Lopp, wife 
and ahild, of Capo Prinoo of Wales. Mr. 
Lopp is an American miBBionary of tho Con- 
gregational ohuroh, who haa labored for 
many yeara among tho Esquimaux. For 
five yeara ho haa beon a roaidont of Capo 
Prlnae of W r aloa, ISortborn Alaska, and for 
tho greater part of that timo ho and hia wife 
and child were the only white pooplo resi- 
dent. Ho is now on a holiday and is on hia 
way home. He and his family will roturn 
to AluBka in tho course of a few months, 
and will continue the missionary work which 
ttsy oppoar to havo carried on auccesa- 
fully. In reference to the havoc 
allogod to havo beon caused by doga 
among tho rolndoor herda of Alaaka, Mra. 
Lopp aaid yoatorday that aho had read such 
reporta, bub sho saya there la no truth in 
them. At Cape Princo of Walea a herd waa 
placed and ib haB ainoo boon very thrifty. 
Mrs. Lopp haa aomo vory clevor and intor- 
osting hand-paintod picturoa of tho North. 

Tho Topoka only romained in port for an 
hour and aomo of tho passengers who ven- 
tured up town had lively oxporioncoa in 
catching hor. The firat to roturn beckoned 
to those behind to haaten. and to make tho 
effeot atill moro alarming tho Btoamor ohang- 
od positions at tho wharf. In tho hurry ono 
oxceptiounlly fat man became utterly ex 
hauated and wan oompollod to give up, but 
fortunately tho ateamor waited and took him 
on board.

Description of the Coat of Arms Re- 
cently Granted to British 
Columbia. 

Heraldic Significance of the Design 
Descriptive of the Position 
of the Province. 



It does not seem to be (generally known 
that tho great device in stone recently 
placed in position over the main entrance to 
tho now parliament buildingB is the coat of 
armB of British Columbia. Hitherto thero 
waa no provincial coat of arms, but a 
crowned lion standing upon an imperial 
orown was used aa a badge, a survival from 
the crown colony duys. This has been pre- 
served as tho oreit of the " aohiovemeut," 
as it is termed in heraldry. The armB 
granted aro dosicuod to exhibit the position 
of tho province aa an integral p*rt of the 
British Empire, and also to make plain tho 
Individuality of tho province. Just aB in 
tho osoutcheon of a family, the particular 
branch is Indicated. 

Upon tho main part of tho shield tho 
Union Jack is exhibltod, the national ensign 
being tho emblem common to the whole Em- 
pire Then on a chief barry undi azure and 
argent thero is a sun Betting in baae or. 
Thia in every day language means that on 
tho upper part of the shield there aro six 
alternate wavy linos of white and blue to 
represent the sea and on it a golden Bun sot- 
ting indicating that tho province is the most 
westerly pirt of tho Empire. To prevent 
tho sotting sun being taken as a 
Bign of waning strength, thoro appears bolow 
tho ooat tho motto, " Splendor sino ocoaau " 
— " Radiance without Betting," the words 
UBod by a Roman philosopher in tho roign of 
the Emperor Hadrian to desoribo tho sun, 
expressive of tho faot that the sun'a bril- 
liance nevor wanos. 

Above tho shield is tho crest, a Hon stand- 
ing upon tho Imperial crown. Supporting 
the shield on tho left ia a stag wapiti, to re- 
present Vancouver Island, aud on tho right 
a mountain goat, indicative of tho Mainland. 
Tho figuro of tho Wapiti was druwu from 
one in tho proviuoial musoum, while the 
model for tho head of the mountain sheep 
was a magnificent Bpooimen in tho possosBion 
of Mr. A. W. Vowell. 



BOARD OF TRADE COUNCIL.

Tho matter of a roport on tho trip to 
Kootonoy wub referred to a committoo to 
whom tho secretary submitted a comprehen- 
sive roport which was adopted. 

Tho tender of tho Provlnco for maps of 
Kootenay to bo printed in tho annual roport 
was aocoptod. Tho soorotary waa instruct- 
ed to oommunioato with the publisher of the 
Morohants' Agonoy with a viow to rectify- 
ing somo etatemonts In regard to tho Robb- 
land mines, mado in it.

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SMALL DEBTS COURT. 

Judgment Defining 1 the Limits of the 
Jurisdiction of Stipendiary 
Magistrates. 



Mr. Simpson Declared to Have 
Authority Beyond Nauainio 
City Limits.

Q?ho fol'owlng is a judgment by HIb Honor 
Judgo Harrison on an appeal therein ex- 
plained : 

In the matter of a plaint insti- 
tuted in the Small T)obta court of Nanaimo 
holden at Wellington by Charlea Soott 
agalnat Robsrb William Parsons. This is 
an application made on behalf of K, W 
ParsonB for an order prohibiting all further 
proceedings in an aotlon for dobb brought 
againBt him by Charles Scoot. The sum- 
mons in tho action served on tho defendant 
is instituted in tho Small Debts court of Na- 
naimo holden at Wellington and required 
him to appear at Wellington on the 30ch of 
July, 1S05, and was signed J. H. Simpson, 
polioe magistrate. Tho summons wsb issued 
by J. H. SlmpBon, Esq., who at the time of 
issuing it was police magiatrato for the oity 
of Nanaimo and then resided in Nanaimo. 
By the Legislative Electorates and Elections 
aot^lS94 soo. 2 sub-section 15 the traob of 
land comprised within tho municipality of 
the limits of the oity of Nanaimo is consti. 
tuted tho Nanaimo city oleotoral district. 
Tho defendant Parsons resides at, and when 
served resided at East Wellington ; East 
Wellington and Wellington are outside tho 
limits of the city of Nanaimo, Tho appli- 
cant olalma that tho police magistrate has no 
jurisdiction on tho following grounds : 

1 . That tho police magistrate has no juris- 
diction to hold courts for tho purpose of tho 
Small Debts act outside tho limits of tho 
city of Nanaimo. 

2. That ho haa no jurisdiction over tho 
defendant because the defendant roaidos 
outsldo the limits of the oity of Nanaimo, 
which city conatitutes an electoral distriot. 

The aot establishing Small Dobts courta is 
the Small Debts Act. 1S95. By section 2 
of that act jurisdiction ia given to 
stipendiary magtatratea and police magis- 
trates within tho territorial limits of their 
juriadioton. The appointment of tho polico 
magistrate reads : 

" 29 ,h March, 1895— James Henry Simp- 
son, of the oity of Nanaimo, barristor-at- 
law, to bo polico magistrate for the clby of 
Nanaimo" 

So far then as tho words of the appoint- 
ment and of the act constituting the court 
go, the juriadiction of the police magistrate 
is limited to the oity of Nanaimo and bia 
jurisdiction to hold Small DebtB oourta muat 
be limited to Nanaimo oity, unless his juris- 
diction ia extended by somo other aot, By 
Section 7 of the same aot, no magistrate 
shall hold a court for tho trial of any action 
under this act unless the defendant resides 
within the electoral district where such mag- 
istrate resides or holda court. In this in- 
stance tho defendant does nob reside in tho 
electoral district whore tho magistrate re- 
sides, i.e. in the electoral distriot of Nanai- 
mo oity. Nor could the magistrate givo 
himself jurisdiction over the defendant by 
holding hie court outside the territorial lim 
its of hia jurisdiction. But ib is argued in 
favor of the police magistrate's jurisdiction, 
that his appointment as police magistrate 
for the city of Nanaimo gives him all the 
powers and authority of a stipendiary mag- 
istrate and of two justices of the peeca 
while acting outside of tho oity of Nanaimo, 
under eeotions 2-45 and 24G of the " Munici- 
pal Act, 1892 " Section 245 of that aot 
reads as fallows : 

'• Every police magistrate appointed after 
this act shall come into force, shall ex offiolo 
be a juetioe of the peace for the whole coun- 
ty or electoral diatriot for which or for part 
of whioh ho has been appointed " 

Section 24C enacts that " Every polico 
magistrate by virtue of his appointment of 
police magistrate shall be stipendiary mag- 
iatrato " for tho jurisdiction in whioh be ex- 
ercises the office cf police magistrate, and 
shall have and exeroise within tho city for 
whioh he has been appointed all the lawful 
powers and authorities whioh are by law had 
aud exercised by any stipendiary magistrate 
of this province, and shall have full power 
to do alone whatever ia authorised by any 
statute in force, to be done by two or more 
justices of the peace, ana every polico mag- 
istrate shall have such power while aoting 
anywhere within the county or electoral dia- 
triot for which he is ex officio a justice of 
too peace." It Is contended on Sohalf of 
the polico magistrate that the last clause of 
section 24G, " and every police magiatrato 
shall have suoh power while acting any- 
where within the county or electoral dis- 
trict for which he is ex officio a juaticecf tho 
peace," rofera to his powers both as a sti- 
pendiary magistrate and as justices of tho 
peace. There does not appear to bo any 
ground for departing from tho grammatical 
sense of the section, and tho statute muBt 
bo coustruod, if possible, bo that one part 
will bo conaiatont with another. Tho worda 
of relation in the clauae prima facie refor 
to tho nearest antecedent. Tho nearest an- 
tecedent in tho section ia, "shall have full 
power to do alone whatever ia authorised by 
any statute in force to bo done by two jus- 
tices tf tho peace." The grammatical con- 
otruction of tho aentonco gives a polico mag- 
istrate acting anywhere within tho county 
or electoral diatriot for which ho ia ox offioio 
a justice of the peace power to do alono 
Whatever two juatioea of tho peace 
are authoriaed by law to do. 
If the worda, " suoh power," rofor to the 
first anlecodonb in sec. 246, " tho lawful 
powers and authorities of a stipendiary 
magistrate," tho last part of tho aection Is 
inconolstonb with tho words in tho section, 
" shall havo and oxerciso within tho city for 
which he has boon appointed," and to adopt 
such a construction would bo to leave out of 
the act the words, " within tho city for 
which ho has been appointed." 

On theao grounds the police magiatrato 
has only the powers of two justicos of tho 
peace while acting anywhere in, tho county 
or district for whioh ho is ox-ollicio a justioo 
of thc^eaoo. But two justiooa of tho penco 
have no power to hold a Small Debts court. 
It is true that upon the establishment of a 
diatriot undor tho provisions of tho petty 
sosoions act, 1895, tho pobty sesaions, of 
which two justices shall form ft quorum, 
shall havo tho power of a magistrate undor 
tho small debts aot. But no suoh district 
has been eo established. And if the dis- 
trict in whioh Wellington is situate wore 
mado a potty sessions district it would nob 
givo Mr. Simpson jurisdiotion there for tho 
following roasona : The pobty sessions aot 
does nob confor jurisdiction on stipendiary 
magistrates or polico magistrates or on any 
ono having tho powers of a stippndlary 
magistrate or polico magistrate. The power 
is given to tho potty aossiona. The potty 
sessions uro to bo held by tho justices of the 
peaoa of a duly organized district. If a 
police magistrate woro sitting in suoh pobty 
sesaions it would bs bb a justice of the pouco 
and not in tho dual oapocity of two 
■ justices of tho poaco. It require! two mem- 
bers of the justices of bhwpjity sessions 



to form a quorum. He could not by him- 
self form a quorum. 

Tho statute conferring jurisdiotion upon 
a tribunal of limited authority and statutory 
origin the conditions and qualifications an- 
nexed to the granb must bo oomplied with, 
In order that two justices of tho peace may 
have jurisdiction under the potty seasionB 
act, the following must ba oomplied with : 
The re.tfcy eotsiona district muBb be estab- 
lished and organized by the proper author- 
ities, and a sitting of the potty sessions 
must be held. None of whioh things have 
been done. And Mr. Simpaon, while hold- 
ing court at Wollington, docs not purport bo 
bo sitting as a justioo of the potty sesaions, 
but as police magistrate. 

Tho muniolpal aot is the only aot author- 
izing the appointment of polico magistrates, 
and oaly authorizes appointing them for 
municipalities. In this case the appoint- 
ment of tho polioe magistrate is for tho oity 
of Nanaimo. Section 246 of tho municipal 
aot, whioh enacts that a police magistrate, 
by virtue of his appointment as police 
magistrate, shall be a stipendiary magis- 
trate for tho jurisdiotion in which he exer- 
c-iaos tho office of polioo magistrate, limits 
his aoting as stipendiary magistrate to the 
municipality for which ho was appointed 
polioe magiatrato. And as the aoo which 
oonBtituteB tho Small Debts court enacts

od, and East Wollington, where tho de- 
fendant resides, aro outaido tho limits of the 
city of Nanaimo, tho police magiatrato has 
no authority or jurisdiotion in tho premises, 
and the order for prohibition should bo and 
Is made absolute.

THE CITY MARKETS. 

Oats and Potatoes on tho Decline— A .Scarcity 
of Small (Jams Reported. 

The commencement of a new month has 
this weok broughb about a little briskness in 
the market, which ia more or loss augment 
ed by the return of the soaling lloet. There 
is a marked ecarcity of game in the 
market jusb now, and grouse (blue) seeming- 
ly the only representative of the smaller 
varieties, are bringing as much as $1 50 and 
even mora per pair. Another feature of 
trade is a reduction in potatoes at . a time 
when an advance was generally expeoted. 
This 1b owing to tho coming in of tho upper 
country euppllos, whioh really havo only be- 
gun to come in. As, however, stocks are 
abundant the prospects are that there will 
bo oheap potatoes for months to oome. Oits 
are aleo coming in pretty lively and mer- 
chants report a downward tendency. 
Through the non-acoeptanoo of Honolulu 
freight by the last Australian ateamer and 
through tho non-arrival of a voBsel from tho 
Tropioa thia month Victorians will bs prac- 
tically deprived for a time of pine appios, 
nectarines and bananas. However, Eaatern 
fruita will be more plentiful.
